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Mr. Anderson, chairman of the special committee, to 
whom was referred Council concurrent resolution No. 1, 
by leave, submitted the following report: 

To the Honorable, the President of the Legislative Council 
of the Territory of Idaho: 

Your committee, to whom was referred concurrent reso- 
lution No. jl, to po for the appointment or selection 
of other and additional subordinate officers to the respect- 
ive branches of the Territorial legislature, to those pro- 
vided for by an act passed by the 45th Congress, being 
chapter 329, entitled “An Act making appropriations for 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial expenses of the 
Government for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1879, and 
for other purposes,” have had the same under considera- 
tion, and respectfully report: 

That it will be wholly impracticable to proceed with any 
reasonable dispatch of the public business unless it be 
competent to the legi lative assembly to provide the addi- 
tional subordinate officers embraced in the resolution un- 
der consideration. 

Upon an examination of the act of Congress passed at 
the 45th Congress above recited, and comparing it with 
the organic law of the Territories as comprised in the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, it is found that Con- 
gress has at this late day, in the spirit of economy in the 
expenditures of the federal treasury, declined longer to 
provide for the compensation of several minor officers 
theretofore deemed useful and -necessary to the progress of 
legislative business, and whose compensation was em- 
braced in the estimates and appropriations for ex- 
penses of the several Territorial assemblies. The terms in 
which the act of the 45th Congress:are couched, so far 
from implying a prohibition’ on the legislatures to employ 
such additional officers as might be deemed useful, would, 
on the contrary, indicate clearly that it was left to legis- 
lative discretion to employ such force or not, and as each 
territorial legislature might judge right or expedient, 

Looking to the general powers conferred by Congress 
on these bodies, which are declared to extend to all right- 
ful subjects of legislation, including the power of appro- 
priation of the moneys raised within the Territories by 
taxation, few, we apprehend, would have doubted, the au- 
thority of this Assembly to supply the officers requisite to 
carry on the work for which it has been created, and to 
compensate them from the territorial funds, but for the 
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singular mistaken idea of a former Executive of the ter- 
ritory, put forth under the forms of a message containing 
his objections to a bill which had passed both Houses for 
the payment of services rendered by the same class of at- 
taches of the legislature. It is only because objections to 
the exercise of this power of seu uon emanated from 
so respectable a source, that it has been deemed advisable 
by your committee to treat the subject at all with any de- 
gree of serious consideration. 

In the opinion of your committee, the Congress of the 
United States has never, at any time, except for a certain 
object, undertaken to limit, restrict, or in any manner inter- 
fere with the right of the people of a territory to raise and 
collect taxes and to.disburse them in such manner as they 
might deem expedient, by and through their representa- 
tives. Having created such legislatures, they have left 
them as free to act in the expenditure of their own mon- 
eys as any State might ordinarily do, save'in a single par- 
ticular, to which we shall advert. l 

The policy of the Federal Government has been dırected 
in its legislation respecting the Territories to two primary 
considerations. i 

lst. , To guard the moneys which it might donate or 
contribute for the support of the legislative, executive and 
judicial departments of the Territorial governments, and 
to prevent these Federal donations from being perverted 
to purposes other than those embraced in the estimates of 
the Secretary of .the Treasury, and the appropriations 
based thereon. i 

To prohibit the Territorial Legislatures from creat- 
ing any debt or charge upon the Federal Treasury. 

To accomplish these ends it has provided in one section, 
that no Legislative Assembly shall in any instance, or un- 
der any pretext, exceed the appropriation for annual ex- 
penses; and in another it has prohibited any session from 
being held in any Territory until an appropriation for the 
expenses thereof shall have been made, But this language - 
has plainly and obviously in view only the moneys and 
appropriations of the Federal Government, and has no ref- 
erence to the moneys belonging to the Territorial treasury. 

A mistaken idea as to the a power over the 
Territorial treasury, seems to have grown out of a single 
prohibition, most wisely ordained by Congress to protect 
the Territorial moneys from officers appointed by and only 
responsible to the Federal Government.

By section 1855 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, it is declared that 

“No law of any Territorial Legislature shall be made or 
enforced by which the Governor or Secretary of a Territory, 
or the members or officers of any Territorial Legislature, 
are paid any compensation other than that provided by the 
laws of the. United States.” - 

The reason for the introduction of this salutary enactment 
ceased with the Legislative and Executive departments, 
because they alone are entrusted with the public purse. 
It will be observed how industriously. Congress has here 
omitted to embrace the Territorial judiciary in the prohi- 
bition. Having cut of -all possibility. of invading the 
Territorial Treasury bya common interest and a common 
understanding between the Legislature and the Executive, 
it was wisely left by Congress to the Legislature to make 
additional compensation to,the Federal Judges in the Ter- 
ritories at ahy time when such additional compensation 
might seem to be demanded by public policy. 

or do your Committe deem the resolution within the 
scope of the prohibition contained in section 1888 of the 
Revised Statutes. It does not propose to make the stipend 
of the proposed officers a charge upon any appropriation 
made by Congress, and cannot therefore possibly contrib- 
ute to produce an excess of expenditure over the amount 
appropriated by Congress for the expenses of the Territorial 
Assembly. A 

Your committee, therefore, recommend the passage of 
the concurrent resolution. j

It appears to me to be a very liberal one, and if it be found 
upon examination that the series is the best in use, or even 
a very good one, I urge its acceptance by the Legislature. 

In this connection I wish to call special attention to the 
very excellent remarks of the Superintendent of Public In- 
eaves in his last report, upon the subject of text books.. 

e says: 

_ “Among the improvements greatly needed is that of the 
introduction of a uniform series of text books in our public 
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schools. I would most earnestly'recommend that this branch 
of the subject receive the attention of our legislators. At 
present there is such a medley of books used in the various 
schools throughout the Territory, thata perfect organization 
of classes is an impossibility. Owing to this cause the time 
and labor of the teacher is almost uselessly frittered away 
in endeavoring to teach from as many different series of 
school books as there are families represented in the school 
room. In cases where some kind of uniformity is insisted 
upon and adopted in particular districts, parents are sub- 
jected to the expense of purchasing books of another se- 
ries when compelled to remove into other districts. This 
is a source of great inconvenience and expense. All these 
evils could be easily remedied by a law requiring the adop- 
tion of a uniform series.” 

I trust the defects here pointed out may receive proper 
consideration, and that measures may be early adopted to 
remedy them. : ;

To the Honorable President of the Council, 

Sir: Herewith I return, without my approval, Council 
Bill No. 12, “ To provide for stock districts In the county 
of Bear Lake, Idaho Territory, for creating stock boards 
for such districts, and for the ‘round up’ of cattle.” 

My reasons for this action are as follows: 

ist. By section 11 ofthe bill, all stock remaining un- 
claimed after the ye “round up,” provided for in sec- 
tion 10, is declared the property of the county, if unclaimed 
before the expiration of thirty days, and the sale of such 
stock is directed. ` 

This, I think, is undertaken to be done without sufficient 
notice of a public nature, directing the owners of such 
stock to appear and prove property. It is doubtful whether 
this proviso would stand a test in the courts, as it is a well 
settled principle of law that interest in property cannot be 
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forfeited without due notice of a public character. I would - 
therefore suggest that the published notice of sale provided 
for in section 11 contain also a notice to the owner or 
owners of estrays to appear and prove ownership, either be- 
fore or on the day appointed for the sale. 

9nd. The provision whereby the proceeds of such sales 
are directed to be turned into the general school fund is a 
very good one, but as the time within which owners may 
appear to claim stray stock must necessarily be short, 
owing to the expense of keeping and feeding cattle in Bear 
Lake county, during the winter season especially, it would 
seem proper to give an owner a reasonable time after the 
proceeds derived from an estray sale have been turned into 
the treasury, within which to appear, and after submitting 
satisfactory evidence of ownership, be permitted to recover 
the net amount received from such sale. . 

I have made my objections in the nature of suggestions, 
and if the bill be made to conform thereto, it will receive 
my approval,

a reference to such matters as have come under their ob- 
servation, and to those which influenced their action in 
recommending the passage of the bill at a former time. 
When that bill was under consideration, your committee 
was advised by the entire delegation from Oneida and Bear 
Lake counties in the Council, that the bill was the result 
of conflicting views, and was the fruit of a compromise of 
matters in difference between the members from those 
counties.

Mr. President: Your committee on county and county 
boundaries, to whom was referred Council Bill No. 28, “An 
act better to define the boundary line between the, county 
of Oneida and the county of Cassia, and to re-establish the 
boundary line between the county of Alturas and the 
county of Cassia.” 

Have had the same under consideration, and respectfully 
submit the following report: 

Your committee are advised of several material facts 


Da 
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bearing on the merits of the proposed measure, which may 
be briefly stated as follows: : 

First. That the county of Alturas is heavily burdéned 
with debt, and that its securities in various forms are held 
by the creditors of said county, for principal and interest, 
aggregating over eighty thousand (80,000) dollars. After . 
aoa ane the sum of eight thousand (8,000) dollars, to be 
paid to that county by the new county of Custer, it may be 
assumed that the debt of Alturas still outstanding, will be 
about seventy-five thousand (75,000) dollars. 

2d. That the inhabitants within the limits of the 

art of Alturas proposed by this bill to be annexed to 

Canal, are only a few persons cultivating small tracts of 
land, perhaps not exceeding twenty-five in all, besides a 
small number of herders, transiently there in charge of 
cattle, mostly belonging to citizens of the State of Nevada. 

8d. That the assessed value of the property, consisting 
almost exclusively of cattle found Sy the assessor of Altu- 
ras within the same limits, was for the year 1880, about 
$100,000. The sum of the total assessments as given by 
the assessor was under $90,000, but subsequently he com- 
municated to your. committee, what was claimed to be a 
proper correction, and in this he carried the sum up to 
$113,000. The amount collected thereon for the county 
rate, as stated by. the assessor, was $2,300. 

Your committee are impressed with the conviction that 
an important element, in considering measures of this na- 
ture, arises ordinarily upon the question of fact-as to 
whether the community to be affected, or included in the 
country to be transferred, desire the change, and are to be 
benefited by having a county seat of more convenient ac- 
cess thereby provided. In the present case your commit- 
tee are not advised as to.what are the wishes of the few . 
people residing in the section of country proposed to 
be transferred. This element, therefore, we believe is 
properly excluded in the consideration of this bill: 

_In changing lines of division between contiguous coun- 
ties, enlarging some and contracting others, it has never, 
we believe, been regarded as good policy to tolerate the 
sale by one and the purchase by another, of Territorial 
area. Nor should the disposition of such Jurisdiction be 
permitted at the option.of the contracting parties. Some 
good and substantial reasons for any proposed change 
should be addressed to the legislative mind, based upon. 
considerations of public and private convenience. When 
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such reasons.are well founded and satisfactory, such 
changes should, in our judgment, be made (or new counties 
created), unless other reasons of superior moment interpose 
against the measure. Regard tothe public monetary obli- 
gations, and good faith with public creditors, are amongst 
the first and highest things demanding the attention of 
those entrusted with the exercise of legislative power. 
When we consider that in the year 1880 the sum of about 
$2,300 was collected by the county of Alturas upon prop- 
erty found within the section which would be ceded by 
this bill, which yielded a net sum of $2,000, applicable to 
the payment of her debt, we cannot believe that the ac- 
ceptance of two and a half years of this income in gross is 
the proper and judicious way to secure the ultimate dis- 
charge of the indebtedness of that county. This bill would 
make a permanent alienation of this annual revenue of 
Alturas under the guise of a pretended equivalent, fixed 
at an amount equal only to what Alturas would herself 
get in this limited time of two years and a fraction, if left | 
to her present Territorial limits. Such a measure, is not 
just to the creditors of that county, who surely have 
axight to regard (in some degree, though nob absolutaly,) 
the entire area of the county as pledged to the payment of 
their demands. 

Your committee deem it unnecessary that they should 
enter into any speculations as to the probable increase of 
taxable property within the said section of country, either 
from settlement of farms, increase of live stock upon its 
range, or construction of railroads. It is sufficient, they 
think, to state the facts as to the indebtedness of Alturas, 
that this debt is of many years standing, that a large part 
of it is for accumulated interest; and to point attention to 
the very meager, and wholly jnadequate, contribution 
which it is proposed by the bill to make towards the pay- 
ment of that debt by the county of Cassia. l 

In the hearing given to the representatives from the 
county of Cassia, some point was made upon the diffculty 
of intercourse with Rocky Bar for some considerable time 
during the winter season, and upon the fact that persons 
charged with crime, are not overtaken by the tardy process 
issuing from the officials of Alturas. Whatsoever founda- 
tion there may have been for this complaint in the past, 
a remedy for the evil is promised by the establishment of. 
justices of the peace at eligible places along the line of 
the route to the Snake river. 
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At most, this is another fact entering into the considera- 
‘tion of public convenience, and however weighty, could 
not control the higher value which your committee have 
attached to good faith of the county as involved in its 
obligations to creditors. po 7 

For the reasons stated, your committee report the bill 
back, and respectfully recommend that it do not pass.

Mr. President: “The undersigned, of your committee on 
counties and county boundaries, to whom was referred 
substitute for C. B. No, 23, having given the same due con- 
sideration, respectfully reports the same back, with an 
amendment, and recommends the passage of the substitute 
with such amendment. At the same time, I beg leave to 
offer my reasons for dissenting from the views of a major- 
ity of the committee. In submitting this report, I take 
occasion to say that the reasons and principles enunciated 
in the report on the original bill, and which induced me to 
recommend the rejection of that bill, do not, in my-judg- 
ment, apply to this substitute, which proposes to take from 
Alturas only about one-half the area of country included 
in that bill, and yet proposes to contribute about three 
times the sum of money towards the payment of the debt 
of that county. This bill proposes to apportion the share 
of that debt to be ee by Cassia county, upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property made by the county assessor 
of Alturas in 1880, and is therefore the just PEOROENOD, or 
more than the just proportion, which should be borne by 
the county making the acquisition of territory. 

It is, to my mind, most obvious that the convenience of 
the settlers upon the small tract of country proposed to be 
ceded, and especially the protection of property, demand 
the cession of it to the county of Cassia. hile the mean 
distance of -this strip of land is more than 120 miles from 
the’ county seat of Alturas, the same mean distance from 
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Albion, the county seat of Cassia, is less than thirty miles. 
While Rocky Bar is inaccessible by any mode of travel, 
except on snow-shoes, for several months in the year, the 
county seat of Cassia is open to travel by stage, or other 
mode of conveyance at all seasons, _ 

In considering the oo embraced in the original 
bill, I confess that I could scarcely regard with complacency 
the oppressive yoke which the prodigality, not to say official 
profligacy, of the early rulers of Alturas, has bequeathed 
to our times, and which obstructs all wise legislation for 
the ee of county governments, I have been 
almost led to suspect that the enormous debt of Alturas, 
for which there is almost nothing to show, was the work 
of those merciless and useless drones, who in new coun- 
tries commonly swarm to small county seats, and by ob-. 
taining office, derive support, or rather plunder, from the. 


public treasury. Had it been possible, it would have per- >” 


haps been better to have instituted an inquiry into the 
mode by which the burdens of Alturas were created, and 
to have thrown the consequences upon the shoulders: of 
those who were the authors of these impositions. This could 
not, however, be done, as the evidence of that debt have, 
doubtless, long since passed -from the hands of the original - 
payees, into those of purchasers for some valuable consid- ` 
eration. I was, therefore, driven to.unite in the report 
submitted by this committee on the bill for which this is 
a substitute. 

I must be permitted to express my most decided dissent 
from a doctrine which seems to be maintained by some 
who represent the interests of Alturas on this measure, 
that when a county is once constituted, the myth or -body 
corporate, or whatever it may be, called a county, has a 
sort of indefeasable title to every rod and acre of land 
covered by or included in such original boundaries; and 
that these boundaries cannot be disturbed without the con- 
sent of the citizens thereof. The result of such a polity 
would be, that instead of counties being organized for the 
convenience of the people, and to accommodate their best 
welfare, on the contrary, the people must be subjected to 
all manner of hardship and annoyances, in order to ac- 
commodate the accidents of the first civil divisions which 
may have been made of an unpopulated country. We 
should then have no new counties, and no changes of coun- 
ty boundaries, according to the changing distribution. of 
population. i 
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Alturas, even after this cession, is still larger in area 
than Massachusetts, New Jersey, or Maryland ; sufficiently 
large, one would imagine, to constitute two or three re- 
spectable sized counties, even of Idaho. Its present prin- 
cipal settlements about Rocky Bar and on Wood river, 
divided as they are by a barrier of mountains, which are 
impassable for seven or eight months in the year, forbid 
even now its remaining together with a common county 
seat. It would undoubtedly be rent in two before the 
present session ends by the demand of its own representa- 
tives, but for the contemplated change of its county seat 
from its present site, to meet the wishes of the newer and 
more populous section. J venture the prediction that this 
palliative will not afford a remedy, but that ifthis measure 
tor a new county seat fail, a demand will be made, and 
justly too, to divide the vast territory of Alturas on the 
summit of the Sawtooth range. Even then the territory of 
Alturas, when so divided, must still be subject to other sub- 
divisions, as populations gather into the remoter parts, 

The aera ae of the small piece involved in this sub- 
stitute, is called for by considerations of good policy, of re- 
gard for the best interests of society, of protection to prop- 
erty, and punishment of crime, and in my judgment, upon 
the terms proposed by this substitute, should receive the 


legislative sanction. , l

Upon examination into the mode and manner of award- 
ing contracts for Territorial o we find that the con- 
troller has kept no record of bids or awards for the Terri- 
torial printing, but had, and exhibited to us, the following 
bids and awards, to wit: 

For year 1878, Milton Kelly’s bid was $645.00; Boyakin 
& Pile, $600.00; J. A, Pinney & Co., $500.00. Contract 
awarded to J, A, Pinney & Co. 

For year 1879, there appears to have been buttwo bids 


. made, at least, there is no evidence of any more bids, to 


wit: J. R. Pile, $1,000.00; Milton Kelly, $995.00. Contract 
awarded to Milton Kelly for $995.00, l - 

For the year 1880 Joseph Bury’s bid was $650.00; Homer 
SA ad Contract awarded to Homer. Kelly for 
530.00, ` 

For year 1891, we find two bids, one bearing date Sept. 
1, 1880, offering to do public printing for $600.00; the other 
bearing date Sept. 4, 1880, offering to do public printing 
for $925,00; both of said bids are signed by Milton Kelly. 

The one dated Sept, 4 shows that the date has been 
changed, and the one bearing date Sept. I,is couched in 
such ambiguous terms as to render it uncertain as to - 
whether the bid was intended for the year 1880 or 1881. 

The contract however for the year 1881 was awarded to 
Milton Kelly for $925.00. 

So far as concerns the execution and delivery ofthe bond 
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required by the statute to be given by the successful bid- 
der to whom a contract is awarded for doing the Territorial 
printing, your committee find that'the controller in both the 
case of Homer and Milton Kelly has absolutely ignored the 
law and permitted both of said parties to do said printing, 
and hag issued warrants in payment for the same without 
the requisite bond required to be filed within ten days af 
ter the award. 

Your committee further find, that on or about Tuesday 
last, and after appointment of your committee, and not un- 
til then, both the papers exhibited to them purporting to 
be the bonds of H. H. and Milton Kelley, were executed, 
That of H. H. Kelly, being dated Sept. 6, 1879, and that 
of Milton Kelley, dated Sept. 10, 15380. Milton Kelly hav- 
ing signed the name of H. H. Kelly to the paper purport- 
ing to be the bond of H. H. Kelly. ‘ 

Your committee also find that said controller, contrary 
to the facts in the case, wrote the following words on what 
purported to be the bond of H. H. Kelly, to-wit: 

Approved Sept. 6, 1879. 

Jos. Perratit,Ter. Controller. 

And upon the spurious bond of Milton Kelly the follow- 


ing words, to-wit: 
Boiss Crry, Idaho, Sept. 10, 1830. 

Approved by me this day.

The following is a synopsis of the testimony given before 
your committee in regard to said bonds and the subject- 
matter of Territorial printing, to-wit: 

Milton Kelly, being duly sworn, was shown paper pur- 
porting to be his bond for Territorial printing for year 
1S81; after examination of papers, said : 

“This is my signature. I signed the bond a few days ago, 
Monday or Tuesday last. It was approved after it was 
signed, onthe same day. Isignedthe name of H. H. Kelly 
to the bond last Tuesday. (Referring to bond of H. H. 
Kelly of date Sept. 6, 1879.) 

“Phere was some little conversation between Pile and 
myself in regard to the printing, as to the bids. 

“I think about $600 a fair price for printing blanks; at 
the last bidding no other bid was in there.” 

J. R. Pile being duly sworn, said: “I put in bid’ for Ter- 
ritorial printing, dated Sept. 9, 1878, for printing for 
year 1879. Judge Kelly gave me one hundred dollars 
to let him know how much I had put my bidin for. Judge 
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Kelly told me that he was gone to put in two bids, one for 
. himself and the other for Homer. Contract for 1879 was 
awarded to Milton Kelly. Iam not positive whether he 
gave me the $100 to put in the $1000 bid, or whether he 
came to me after I had put the bid in and gave me the $100 
I to tell him how much had put in my bid for.” 

Jas, A. Pinney being sworn, says: “I recognize this 
paper asmy bid. (Bid hown witness.) The printing for 
1878 was awarded to me on this bid. I was present when 
bids were opened. Recognize the bond before me. I think 
the bond was required and executed on the same day that 
the contract was let. I filled the contract within the time 
required. I had the printing done Hast. Ihad enough 
printing done to duplicate the contract. I sold the remain- 
der to Milton Kelly. My recollection is that he paid me 
($300) dollars for the blanks. At the time I sold him 
the blanks I agreed to make out a bid in my own name 
for the benefit of Kelly, for the next year’s printing. 
The bid was for $500, and for Kelly’s use and benefit. I 
handed the bid to Kelly. Do not know whether he put 
the bid in. It was not here. My putting in the bid made 
a personal enemy of Kelly, and I concluded if I could get 
out smoothly, I would make no more bids. Had not Mr. 
Perrault been so closely related to Kelly, I would have made’ 
other bids for the printing, but Kelly seemed to have a lien 
on the printing, and I would not interfere. At the time I 
got the contract Territorial warrants were only worth 85 
cents on the dollar.” 2 

Joseph Pinkham being sworn, says : “ Kelly asked me to 
goon the bond. I signed it. Think it was Monday morn- 
ing, last. It was not approved when I signed it. Ib was 
done at the request of Judge Kelly.” l 

James Bush sworn: “Is this your signature to the bond?” 
(bond shown witness). Date app. Sept. 10, 1880. 

Ans.—“It is. I signed the bond not long since. I think 
it was signed not to exceed one week ago. I signed this 
paper at the same time” (bond shown witness) date app. 
sept. 6, 1879. 

“Was there any approval to the bond when you signed it?” 

Ans —“Don’t think there was any. I signed it Monday 
or Tuesday, at request of Mr. Kelly. Mr. Perrault was not

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J oseph Perrault, sworn: “Witness was shown the bond 
of H. H. Kelly, dated Sept. 6th, 1879. Recognized his own 
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signature. Approved the said bond. I do not know 
whether it is H. H. Kelly’s signature to this bond. I got - 
the bond some time this-month (witness shown bond of 
Milton Kelly). It came into my possession at the same 
time that the bond of H. H. Kelly was received by me. It 
was after Gen. Hinley spoke tome about the bond. I wrote 
the approval on the bonds after receiving them, I think 
that it is worth from $600 to $700 for ag Fan the blanks 
required by the Territory for one year. Milton Kelly’s 
bond for doing the Territorial printing was not filed with 
me when Hinley called at my office, which was in the fore 
part of this week. 

Jobn Huntoon, sworn: “Was shown bids upon which con- 
tract for printing for year 1881 was let. Said—did not re- 
member of ever seeing it before. Judge Kelly was pres- 
ent when bid was opened. No other person was: present. 
Should judge that I could get all the printing done neces- 
sary for the Territory for about $250, back east, and that 
it would cost about $50 more for transportation, making in. 
all about $300 per year.” 

_ Your committee also find upon the bid of J. A. Pinney & 
Dee upon which the contract was awarded, endorsed as fol- 
OWS : 

The above bid for Territorial printing accepted;

-And this is the only bid your committee has found that 
bears any evidence ot having been accepted. 

Your committee also find that the said J..A. Pinney & 
Co. were required, and did at the time, the said contract 
was awarded to them, execute and deliver a bond for the 
faithful performance of their contract, 

And your committee, after a careful investigation of the 
subjeet-matter submitted to them, are of the firm opinion 
that there is now, and has been. a collusion between the 
Territorial controller and one Milton Kelly, his father-in- 
lew, for the purpose of surreptitiously extracting a much 
larger amount of money out of the Territorial treasury 
for the Territorial printing than said printing is worth, 
and your committee wish here to express their unqualified 
condemnation of the acts of said controller and said Kelly. 

Your committee would most respectfully recommend 
that the present so-called contract, pretended to have been 
entered into with one Milton Kelly, for doing the territo- 
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rial printing for year 1881, be declared void for failure to 
execute bond within the time prescribed by law. 

Your committee further recommend the repeal of the law 
in relation to the letting of the Territorial printing by con- 
tract; and that this Legislature enact a law in lieu thereof, 
making it the duty of the Territorial printer to do such 
printing as is now let by contract at a fixed price, say not 
to exceed $500.

dissolve the bonds of matrimony involve questions of a ju- 
dicial nature, to the investigation of which a legislative 
body, and its committees are not adapted.

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Such applications, when made to the Legislature, are usu- 
ally either ex varte, or by collusion, which is worse. . 

Chancellor Kent, in his Commentaries, says that “ The 
question of divorce involves investigations which are 
properly of a judicial nature, and the jurisdiction over di- 
vorces ought to be confined exclusively to the judicial tribunals, 
under the limitations to be prescribed by law.” 

And Judge Cooley, in his “Constitutional Limitations,” 
quotes this passage of the great Chancellor with approba- 
tion, and adds that “So strong is the general conviction 
of this fact, that the people in framing their constitutions, 
in a majority of the States, have positively forbidden: any 
such special laws,” and in a note he gives the constitutional 
provisions to this effect, in a very large majority of the 
States of the Union. ° Po 

Judge Cooley also shows that many courts of last resort 
and of very high authority, “hold that divorce is a judicial 
act in those cases upon which the general laws confer on 
the courts power to adjudicate, and that consequently in 
those cases the Legislature cannot pass special laws.” 

This principle would bar most applications to us, as most, 
if not all, imaginable grounds of divorce are, in this Terri- 
tory, referred to the courts by “An act regulating divorces”. 


‘approved January 18, 1675, and there, both upon principle 


and authority they should be allowed to remain. 

- That is to say—the Legislature after having given this 
jurisdiction to the courts, and made ample provision for its 
exercise and its operation alike upon all, can only invade 
the jurisdiction by unnecessary and baneful encroachments 
upon a co-ordinate department of the government. 

This power has been claimed for American legislatures, 
on the ground that it has been exercised from time imme- 
morial by the Parliament of Great Britain. But it must 
be remembered that only within a very recent time has 
any court in England had jurisdiction to declare a divorce 
a vinculo matrimonii, and Mr. Cushing, in his “Law of Par- 
lamentary Procedure,’ shows that the guards and re- 
straints thrown around “divorce bills” in Parliament, to 
prevent fraud and collusion, are such as have never been 
thought of here—and such, that if we were to insist upon 
a tithe of them, every applicant would prefer the proper 
forum—a court of justice. 

_ Indeed your committee are of the opinion that it is ow- 
ing to an erroneous idea that legislative divorces are very . 
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much a matter of favor that we are troubled with these 
applications at all. 

That each application should be investigated, and 
whether made to a judicial court or toa legislature, should 
only be granted upon sufficient legal grounds, substantia- 
ted by competent and sworn testimony, need only be as- 
serted to be admitted. 

The mere wish or desire of one or both parties is no ground 
whatever for legislative action, more than for judicial. 

Your committee, in the examination of the case sub- 
mitted to them, have taken the evidence of witnesses pro- 
duced before them in writing, and such evidence is here- 
with submitted. 

Your committee is satisfied from the -evidence that the 
case of this applicant is somewhat exceptional. 

Her husband desetted her without just cause some five 
years since, and :.nce that time has not contributed to her 
support, although for most of that time he resided in the 
same town with his wife and children, and the evidence 
tends to show that he has since assumed to marry another 
woman.

Sir: Herewith I return, without approval, Council Bill 
No. 35, “To better define the eastern boundary of the county 
of Cassia.” 

If It was the intention ofthe Legislature, in creating the 
county of Cassia, to define and confine that county, in so 
far as its eastern boundary line is concerned, to the then 
existing line of division between the counties of Owyhee 
and Oneida, I can see no good reason for disturbing that 
intention.

-It appears that the 
National Legislature, in: passing a system. of general pub- 
lic laws,. known, and required to. be referred -to, as the 
revised statutes of the United States, by a freak of unac-' 
countable legislative eccentricity, incorporated a provision, 
whieh is designated as Sec. 1889, in words and figures fol- 
lowing, that is to say: “Sec. 1889.. The Legislative As- 
semblies of the several Territories shall not grant private 
charters or special privileges, but they may, by general in- 
corporation-acts,. permit persons. to associate themselves 
together as bodies corporate for mining, manufacturing and 
other industrial: pursuits, or the construction or operation 
of railroads, wagon roads, irrigating ditches, and the coloni-

zation and improvement of lands in connection therewith, 
or for colleges, seminaries, churches, libraries, or any be- 
nevolent, charitable or scientific association.” 

There is nothing but this act of Congress, which your 
committee has been able to discover, that stands in the 
way of the passage of this “Act for the incorporation of the 
Idaho central railroad company.” As Mr. Cooley, and 
other distinguished jurists, however, persist in holding that 
incorporation acts for particular railroad companies are 
private charters; and as your committee is unable, by any 
process known to-him, to construe this act for a particular 
railroad into a general incorporation act, he is with many 
and painful regrets constrained to say, that although the 
objection raised under the act of Congress aforesaid is 
“neither as deep as a well, nor as wide as a barn: door,” 
still, in the language of the immortal Shakspeare, your 
committee opines that “it is enough.” When a distin- 
guished soldier, in excusing himself to his gracious sove- 
reign for not firing a salute in honor of his majesty, pro- 
posed to give 49 reasons for not firing the salute aforesaid, 
commenced his address by saying “In the first place, your 
majesty, I had no gunpowder,” the sensible king informed 
the courtly soldier that he need not proceed with any of 
his other reasons. . 

Your committee might possibly find other objections to 
the bill under consideration, but it seems to me that as we 
have no powder, we had better not fire a salute.

. Experience in the difficulties with Indians in this section 
of the country, has, we think, fully demonstrated the ad- 
vantages of Camp Howard as a central position for troops; 
either for operation or observation. It is difficult of access 
from most points of the Territory, and, is near a large num- 
ber of Indians; a portion of whom were engaged in open 
hostilities to the Government and citizens of this Terri- 
tory; and being in a productive country, where subsistence 
for men and animals is always procurable, at reasonable 
prices, and its location in a sanitary point of view is excep- 
tionally good, and there still exists a feeling of insecurity 
among the settlers of Idaho county, owing to the inade- 

uate force stationed at Camp Howard. We-would respect- 
ully submit, that an increase of the forces at Camp How- 
ard would be found advantageous to the Government, and 
conduce greatly to the security of the people of Idaho 
county, and the effectiveness of. operations against the 

Indians in the event of hostilities on their part.

Your Memoralists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Idaho, most respectfully represent that there are 
extensive tracts of desert land bordering- on Snake river 
in the south and south-east portion of said Territory, which 
are absolutely worthless tor agricultural purposes, and 
must forever remain so unless reclaimed by irrigation. 
That said land is situated on -the benches far above the 
bed of said river. To convey the water upon said tracts of © 
land will necessarily require a very large expenditure of 
labor and money—so great that none but heavy capitalists 
can ever accomplishit, That the grant of six hundred and 
forty acres given under the present desert land law, is not 
a suilicient inducement to justify such an expenditure. 
Your Memoralists would deem it a wise act of legislation 
to grant the whole of said tracts to any person, company, 
or corporation, who may reclaim the same by irrigation, 
with proper restrictions as to the maximum price; said per- 
son, company, or corporation, shall charge for said land so 
reclaimed; Provided, that any such lands not sold within 
twenty years shall revert to the Government. Your Memor- 
ialists, therefore, respectfully pray that you will grant a 
sufficient quantity of said land to justify the expenditure 
of the necessary means for the reclamation of the same.
